Washington, Oct. ll.—Recent happen­ 
ings in China, especially in the province 
af Chi Li have so far set back peace 
negotiation* that it may he a matter of 
weeks, oven months, before the peace 
tom rn its i oners will l>e able to get to 
work. 
AU considered, military operation* in 
Chi Ll and elsewhere in China are said 
to be responsible for the check which 
diplomacy has met in reaching a settle­ 
ment. 
Through the efforts of the state 
department, seconded by tho more mod­ 
erate powers, a steady and a systematic 
pres"ure had been brought to bear upon 
the Chinese emperor to bring about his 
return to Pekin. 
There was no necessity whatever for 
the Pac Ting Fa expedition in the judg­ 
ment of tho officials here aud that ven­ 
ture was the straw which determined 
tho imperial court to flee to the western 
mountains. 
Ll Hung Chang and the viceroys of 
the south have pledged themselves to 
maintain order and guarantee protec­ 
tion to foreigners and property in thei?

tial campaign. 
I don’t know the name 
of the mau assigned to this duty. 
The 
recent Chicago plot was independent of 
that hatched at Paterson. 
I believe 
other plots having the same object has 
been organized in the United States. 
Anarchists have killed kings and queens 
now they should kill presidents of re­ 
publics to show the world that for an­ 
archists there are neither monarchies 
nor republics aud that a kiug is as cheap 
as a president."
